The dfty-ton hammer with which Krupp 
belubiours’ his large steal blocks ‘bears tha 
name “Qur Fritz”. [re “stroke, on the 
1,000-ton anei, ‘although the latter rests on 
a chabotle of upwards of 100 square feat in 
size, and is surrounded. by waler, causes a 
deafening noise, and a concussion resembling 
an earthquake. Tho bauimer beara the 
inscription -of “Fritz, let, fly.” This in- 
scription has the following history.’ When, 
in. 1877, -the Emperor William visited the 
works at Rssen, this steam hammer attracted 
his attention... -Alfred K*upp, the father of 
the present beul of the firm, presetted to 
the Emperor the machinist, Fritz, who; he 
said, handled the hammer with auch vicety 
{and ‘precision ns not. to injure or even.touch 
an object placed in tle centre of tha Mock. 
Tie ‘Emporor at once ‘put his. diamond. 
studded watch ou the spot indicated, and 
beckoned to the machinist to set the, hammer 
in’ motion. Master Hritz hesitated out of

the “old gentleman Krupp” urged him on 
by saying: “ Pritz, fet fy.? Down. came 
the hammer, and the watch remained on-

AUSTRALASIAN DEFENCES, 
Thoaren vi? Soush Australia is go groat 
and its population. and resources compara~ 


tively still so undoveloped, that ‘no attempt 


to defend the country districts or Jhe.nuui. 
rous small towne on the sea-board can as 
present be contemplated. Tho heart of tha 
country bents‘in Adelaide, which is at ones 
the seat of Government and the rapository 
of the national wealth, Tt is estimated that 
once in-the hands ofan anemy the cum vf 
£5,000,000. sterling could be levied from it 
ino fow hours, by plicing Government, 
bantrs, and private individuals, alike, andor 
rigorous contribution, 
local defence bas -boen thrown -upon the 
colonists themselves, Under no obligation 
to the Imporinl Government. to protect 
themselves, bound by no tie of federation tu 
intor-eolouial uniformity of action, and im 
bued with a touching belief in tha ubiquity 
and omnipotence of the British Pleo, the 
differant Austrian Govarnmenta drifted 
ot vaguely for several years.

bestrode at ‘Waterloo, The first of those 
horsey, ‘called Accols, bas just, been turned 
out ty grass, and will no more, it is said, 
bo evlled upon to carry a rider. He. has, 
therefore, though considerably later’ in: his 
enrear than the animal that bore. the here of 
Waterloo, beeonie a pensioner ; teas on ac- 
count, thouirh, of his: past services than ‘be- 
cause of the listoric. rasociations he awa. 
kens, At ‘the demise of the unfortunnte 
French Kwmperor, Arcole_wis sold to Lord 
Aylesford for two hundred pounds, and tho 
old war-horse wag enbacquontly disposed of 
tohis proseu} owner for eighty pounds. 
Dnder ordinary circumstances it might have 
beemanticipated that.a horse which. bore an 
Emperor safely through so sanguinary a day 
as that of Sedan would, brave been provided 
for wuply by him during the rest of its exe 
istence, however fallen ‘the fortunes of its 
master’s house. But if we may accept tho 
statement/of the defeated Emperor in! the 
brief letter which he addressed to the King 
of Prussia on the day after the battle, Arcola 
would have pleased bie rider more had it 
fallen and pluctd the despairing Emperor at 
the mercy of his fous. “Not buving been 
able to die at the head of my troops,” wrote 
Napoleon, “I yield my sword to your Mu 
jesty.""" With bim four thousand officers, 
eighty-threo thousand soldiers, and fourtean 
thousand wounded fall into the hunds of tha 
victorious Germans. From that hour tho 
fortunes of Arcole, like those of his Tmper- 
ial master, waned, and in the old age of the 
steed it-wag ridden by one in no way connect~ 
ed with the brilliant French Court which | 
existed in the days of the Second Empire, 
but the horse is now as well provided foras 
the best of hs kind could desire,—-Ohronide.
